Baccalaureate 
Given  Message 
By  Beckstead

“In  an  age  caught  up  in  a race 
for  intercommunication  among 
planets  through  the  building  of 
missiles,  we  are  still  unable  to 
bridge  the  distance  across  the 
peace  table,”  Reed  Beckstead, 
prominent  school  and  church 
leader,  said  at  Brigham  Young 
University  baccalaureate  serv- 
ices last  night  in  the  George  A1 
bert  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Beckstead  is  president  of  the 
Midvale  Stake  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  is  district  school  superin- 
tendent. 

PRESIDENT  Beckstead  told 
the  graduates  to  walk  in  the 
power  of  truth,  to  live  in  retro- 
spection, review  their  living, 
analyze  values  and  project  them- 
selves in  the  future  in  estimat- 
ing the  progress  they  have  made. 

The  age  is  in  need  of  leaders 
guided  by  principles  of  truth, 
Beckstead  said.  Through  the 
spirit  of  truth  man  will  gain 
knowledge  and  information  and 
be  led  to  make  proper  judgments 
and  decisions. 

In  the  age  of  power,  the  con- 
cern is  who  is  going  to  control 
the  use  of  the  power.  Will  it  be 
used  for  constructive  or  destruc- 
tive purposes? 

“HEART  - FELT  ideals  are 
greater  than  bombs  and  missiles, 
because  the  hearts  of  men  will 
determine  how  bombs  and  mis- 
siles will  be  used.” 

Wise  use  of  time  is  the  deter- 
mining factor  between  successs 
and  failure.  How  a man  uses 
time  determines  his  success  or 
failure. 

President  Beckstead  spoke  of 
the  listening  and  watching  age 
that  Americans  are  now  living 
in,  and  warned  them  to  avoid 
wasting  time  through  the  easy 
availability  of  TV.  “Success  is 
not  a gift,  it  has  to  be  earned, 
worked  and  lived  for,”  he  said.

flatly,  “More  firms  want  to  hire 
more  men  at  more  money  than 
ever  before.” 

The  report  indicated  a “fren- 
zied effort  to  get  people  for 
banks,  finance  companies,  in- 
surance, retail  sales  and  mer- 
chandising.” According  to  the 
Labor  Dept,  “the  problem 
that  these  fields  just  aren’t  gla- 
morous enough  for  the  top  stu- 
dents, and  the  starting  salaries 
are  too  low.  Actually,  this  is  the 
short  view.  Salaries  in  all  these 
fields  eventually  are  higher 
than  in  the  more  glamorous  oc- 
cupations, such  as  science  and 
engineering.” 

COLLEGES  from  one  coast 
to  the  other  report  an  increas- 
ing number  of  jobs  for  liberal- 
arts  graduates  in  production, 
food  distribution,  hotel  and  res- 
taurant management,  teaching, 
advertising,  journalism  and  gov- 
ernment service,  Newsweek 
said. 

“Companies  which  once  paid 
lip  service  to  the  desire  to  hire 
liberal-arts  graduates  are  now 
actually  hiring,  such  graduates,’ 
according  to  Jack  Kinney, 
placement  director  at  Michigan 
State  University.
